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board with a draft report from his group. "I have present- 
ed to you a draft report and the committee's idea was to 
give ... Selectmen time to review it and then discuss it (at 
a later meeting)," Mr. Ribeiro said. "We thought it would 
be more helpful if the whole committee came in to talk to 
you." 

Mr. Ribeiro also told the board they have pre- 
pared a revised rollout plan for the objectives contained in 
the Marion 2015 report. 

"There were less Planning Board issues and more 
softer things ... we need to take care of over a ten-year 
period/' Mr. Ribeiro said. "We'd like (the Board of Select- 
men) to set the priorities instead of our committee setting 
the priorities." 

As a means of getting the word out to residents, 
Mr. Ribeiro also suggested airing a half -hour show on 
cable access and also contact the local newspapers for 
coverage. 

Selectman Pierce thanked Mr. Ribeiro and his 
committee and also commended the input of the UMass 
Dartmouth Center for Policy Analysis in preparing the 
Marion 2015 document. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with members of the 
Marion School Committee and ORR School Superinten- 
dent Dr. William Cooper for an update on maintenance 
capital needs at Sippican School. 

"The (maintenance) committee has worked very 
well ...

administration and school committee members ... we've 
put together a list of items which should be attended to 
and tried to prioritize them." 

Among the key capital items deemed to be high 
priorities: 

• Replacing the circulating pumps in the school's 
boiler room (estimated cost: $10,000); 

• Repairs to backboard supports in the school 
gym, including safety requirements and improvements 
(estimated cost: $4,850); 

• Putting security system online at the school, in- 
cluding review and testing of all devices (estimated cost: 
$9,700); and 

• Purchase of three additional large dehumidifi- 
ers for the summer months (estimated cost: $2,998). 

Dr. Cooper also noted some other capital im- 
provements which will be needed include the installation 
of a drain for the 1972 wing ($8,500); replacing windows 
in classrooms 116, 114 and 112 ($8,000); revisions to the 
back parking lot to allow better traffic flow ($12,000 to 
$15,000); and reviewing the crawl space under the 1950

wing to check for humidity/ dampness control (cost un- 
known). 

"I understand what you were trying to do last 
year was fund (capital needs) outside of your regular op- 
erating budget," Chairman Henry said. "I wonder if you 
have your hands around the capital budget at this point." 

"We have a maintenance budget which covers 
(routine) repairs, but we have not included in our budget 
items in this category — $10,000 and up," Dr. Cooper said. 

"For about five years after the (school) expansion 
and renovation, we really didn't undertake any capital 
improvements because we didn't see the need," said 
School Committee Chairman Susan Grosart. 

"Last year was really the first year since the 
building was completed that we had a need for capital 
improvements (at the school)," Selectman Jeffrey said. "I 
really think we need to consult the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) to see how best these (expenses) can be han- 
dled." 

Mr. Dolan noted there has been discussion of 
reactivating a Capital Needs Committee to address such 
larger capital needs ($10,000 or more), and these suggest- 
ed improvements would certainly fall into that category. 

On another topic, Ms. Grosart mentioned the pos- 
sibility of funding a full-day Kindergarten program at Sip- 
pican School. "The School Committee feels very strongly 
that this is an important academic program and it should 
be funded by the town," Ms. Grosart said. "Because of the 
situation financially in the town, we will continue to fund

this program on a tuition basis this year. But we will be 
coming back to you at some time in the future." 

"It's my understanding that the cost to fund full- 
day Kindergarten would be about $165,000 a year — is 
that correct?" asked Chairman Henry. 

"It would be closer to about $125,000 a year and 
that would be about the same for each of the three towns 
in the district," Dr. Cooper said. 

"That doesn't strike me as a large number," Chair- 
man Henry said. "It seems to me we should find a way to 
come up with the funds ... it would be of great value. I'm 
just coming from the basic premise that public education 
should be fully funded." 

At 7:45 pm the board met with Richard Kemp, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee (FinCom), for a 
financial update. 

"The Marion Finance Committee would really 
like to respond to some of the cynical comments that 
have been made in the press and by others ... over Mr. 
Dolan's recommended staffing changes (in Town Hall)," 
Mr. Kemp said. "The FinCom approved the memo (from 
Mr. Dolan) ... and we are committed to bring in a budget 
that's limited to a 2.5 percent increase." 

Mr. Kemp said the FinCom is currently meeting 
with all department heads and elected boards to review 
each budget for FY 2007. "We recognize there are really 
fixed costs over which we have no control," Mr. Kemp 
said. "The projected school budgets point to a potential 
deficit of $900,000 (in our budget). It's too soon to predict

what the course of action should be to counter this deficit. 
We have to review the budget to see what other areas will 
be needed to balance the other budgets, but it may well be 
that operational overrides will be necessary." 

"Because of the (ORR budget) last year, we had to 
use a lot of Free Cash, and we don't have that much avail- 
able Free Cash this year," Selectman Jeffrey said. "It's not 
something we have to deal with next year or the year after 
— it's this year." 

"(Residents) should take it to heart that we're 
facing a significant financial crisis this year and through- 
out," Chairman Henry said. "There may be a point where 
some of the town's services might have to be curtailed. 
It is early, there is other work to be done, we don't have 
our hands around (incoming) revenues, but hopefully the 
damage won't be as bad as we think." 

In other matters, the board discussed staffing 
changes for the Board of Health, Board of Assessors and 
Planning Board as initially recommended by Town Ad- 
ministrator Jack Dolan. 

"At the last Selectmen's meeting, we received a 
counter-proposal from the Planning Board and Board of 
Health," Chairman Henry said.

The by-law changes followed several months of serious 
and careful examination of how best to guide future business 
development in town.

granted when "the proposal's benefits to the Town will out- 
weigh any adverse affects on the town or vicinity." The by-laws 
outline specific criteria to be considered in determining whether 
a project meets this standard. We do not feel the project as 
proposed would meet these criteria, nor has the applicant ad- 
dressed these criteria in a credible manner in the application for 
the Board's consideration. We acknowledge that there are traffic 
problems at the existing Tedeschi shop. Relocating this facility 
to the Salvation Army site could alleviate this problem, however 
resolving the traffic issue is not predicated on a drive- through. 

This project proposal could be designed to provide 
much improved traffic circulation and parking capacity over the 
existing site without the need for a drive-through. Rather than 
requesting the Town to accommodate a "cookie cutter" shop 
design and drive-through, the applicant should be working with 
the Town to develop a more thoughtful project that is in keep- 
ing with the objectives and the intent of the zoning approved 
by Town Meeting while alleviating some of the constraints and 
adverse conditions of the present Tedeschi site. 

We feel strongly that the legacy of approving a drive- 
through Dunkin' Donuts would create a situation that is both 
inappropriate for the present and possibly calamitous as a prec- 
edent for the future of our town. 

The townspeople's mandate was made clear at town 
meeting last May. Our duty as board members is to conduct 
business in accordance with the will of the town. We have a re- 
sponsibility to the town both in carrying out its convictions and 
to safeguard what we consider desirable for future generations.

ORR Drug Task Force 

During several School Committee debates over a 
policy governing the use of passive breathalyzer equip- 
ment at high school dances, there has been considerable 
interest expressed in an effort to engage more area citizens 
in other strategies designed to dissuade the use of alcohol 
and illegal drugs by the young people of the Tri-Town 
communities. While agreeing that the breathalyzer equip- 
ment might be of limited use as a deterrent on those 
evenings when it is in use in conjunction with major social 
functions, the School Committee members recognize that 
the problems associated with under-age drinking and ille- 
gal drug use cannot be addressed without very significant 
24-7 efforts by parents and their children, and the school 
and community resources that support both. 

The ORR School Committee directed the school 
administration to convene an initial meeting of parents, 
students, school committee representatives, and staff 
members in the Tri-Town school communities (focus on 
Grades 5 to 11) to discuss the issues involved and to work 
on plans and practices that might be used to reduce the 
use of alcohol and illegal drugs by our students. They 
have selected Tuesday, February 28, 2006 at 6:30 pm in 
the High School Library for a general meeting of parents, 
students, staff, and interested citizens about the matter of 
drug and alcohol usage by our students. 

Although we will each year have disciplinary cas- 
es involving students either using or being under the in- 
fluence of drugs or alcohol at school, the number of such 
incidents is quite low. The school's policy and practice 
when students are caught using or in possession of drugs 
or alcohol are quite strong and generally sufficient to de- 
ter such risk taking. The use of drugs or alcohol outside of

In 1933 Damon Runyon (1884-1946) wrote "The 
Idyll of Miss Sarah Brown," which later became the basis 
for the Broadway musical Guys and Dolls. A journalist and 
short story writer, Runyon was famous for his depictions 
of New York City's more colorful characters, namely gam- 
blers and chorus girls. In his "Idyll," Runyon added some 
flavor by including missionary characters. He was once 
quoted as embellishing Eccesiastes in the following way: 
"The race is not always to the swift, nor the battle to the 
strong, but that's the way to bet." 

Originally envisioning a serious romantic com- 
edy, Frank Loesser went through eleven librettists before 
hiring Joe Swerling and Abe Burrows, radio and television 
writers with no experience on Broadway Guys and Dolls 
opened on November 24, 1950 at the 46th Street Theatre 
and enjoyed a run of nearly 1200 performances. It was the 
fifth longest-running musical of the fifties, garnering six 
Tony nominations and six awards including Best Musi- 
cal, Best Actor and Actress, Best Choreography, and Best 
Director. 

In 1955 Hollywood produced a film version (four 
Academy Award nominations) with big box office names 
including Marlon Brando, Frank Sinatra, and Jean Sim- 
mons. The stage production was revived with an all-black 
cast in 1976, and in 1992 Nathan Lane and Peter Galla- 
gher starred in the lead male roles in yet another revival 
on Broadway. Currently, the show is enjoying its latest 
revival in London with Ewan MacGregor playing Ski 
Masterson. 

A typical romantic comedy, the story revolves 
around the love trials of two couples: Nathan Detroit and 
Miss Adelaide, and Sky Masterson and Sarah Brown. 
Short on cash, Nathan is desperate to make a bet to secure 
himself a venue for all the gamblers who have flooded 
the city. The highest gambler of them all Sky Masterson 
accepts Nathan's bet, a challenge that Sky cannot take a 
doll of Nathan's choosing out to dinner. When Nathan 
chooses the missionary, Sarah Brown, Sky figures he has 
met his match. In courting Brown, however, Sky falls in 
love with her and she with him, despite the differences 
in their professions. Nathan thinks he is in the clear, but 
Adelaide, his fiancee of fourteen years, finds out about 
Nathan's gambling ways and threatens to leave him once 
and for all. By the end of the show, the audience is treated 
to multiple marriages.

Social Drama

Freedomland. Starring Samuel L. Jackson and 
Julianne Moore. Directed by Joe Roth. Run- 
ning time: 112 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Richard Price's novels, like Clockers and Freedom- 
land, are kaleidoscopic character studies and closely 
observed social dramas. They don't fit easily into two- 
hour movies, though Spike Lee did a fine job with 
Clockers. When he isn't working with his own lengthy 
source material, Price knows how to shape a screenplay 
— rent Night and the City or Kiss of Death or Mad Dog 
and Glory and hear some of the sharpest dialogue you'll hear outside a 
Tarantino film. That's because he leaves himself room for characters to 
talk and reveal themselves. In Freedomland, which he adapted from his 
1 998 bestseller, Price only has space for the basics. So he covers essentially 
what happens in the novel, but leaves out its flavor. Having a non-entity 
director like Joe Roth (Christmas with the Kranks) can't help. 

Here's an early passage fromPrice's book, wherein Detective Lorenzo 
Council, played in the film by Samuel L. Jackson, gives a speech berat- 
ing the residents of a New Jersey project for keeping quiet about a local 
killer: "It has been a whole year. These people were shot a total of eight 
times. Eight explosions at nine o'clock in the morning. But nobody heard 
nothing, nobody heard nothing. Now how can that be, if I know that I 
turn on my radio too loud on the fourth floor someone on the first floor's 
gonna be complaining about the racket. How can that be, if I know that if 
I drop a, a juice glass on the second floor someone from the third floor is 
gonna be running to the housing office complaining about the party in my 
apartment." Can't you just hear Samuel L. Jackson saying those words? 
Not in the movie, you won't. 

Instead, we're left with the bare bones, which won't hold up this 
drama. Council is saddled with a hot-button case: a white woman, Brenda 
Martin (Julianne Moore), shows up at the hospital with bloodied hands, 
claiming to have been carjacked by a black man. What's more, her four- 
year-old son was still in the car when the man took off. The project where 
the crime allegedly happened is locked down by the police, inciting much 
racial tension between the residents and the cops. The whole thing makes 
Council's lungs ache (literally; he has asthma). As an excuse to examine 
urban malaise at novel length, this premise works; as a film drama, it feels 
both overlong and sketchy. 



I'm sorry to say it, but the usually dependable Julianne Moore sucks 
all the air out of the movie. Brenda is beside herself with grief and terror 
when she first appears, and she's never not beside herself. Moore never, 
ever lets up; it's an overacting marathon made all the more irritating by the 
character's working-class, recovering-addict Jersey accent. Some actors, 
however dazzling, shouldn't do accents. Moore is one of them. The one 
she's using here especially doesn't match her pale, aristocratic features. 
And when she's acting with Edie Falco (as the leader of a parents' group 
that tries to find missing kids), who does look and sound like she belongs 
here — and who consistently underacts, therefore coming at the material 
in a more realistic fashion — Moore looks really bad. Brenda, in fact, 
would've been a perfect role for Edie Falco. Why not give a plum part in 
a major-studio film to her? And why not give Julianne Moore the other 
role? 

Freedomland would've been better served as a miniseries on HBO, 
which is my default suggestion for any movie that needs to be longer than 
a theatrical showing will allow. As it is, the film gets rid of an entire major 
character, a reporter following the case, so we miss out on most of the 
media frenzy that would obviously be surrounding the missing child, the 
mother, and the police lockdown. Other characters, like Brenda's racist 
cop brother (Ron Eldard), barely make any sense — we're led to believe 
he may be in on a cover-up, but that comes to nothing. A resident named 
Billy who's been beating his wife similarly gets lost in the shuffle; in the 
book, there's a quietly effective confrontation between him and Council, 
but in the movie Billy presumably goes on beating his wife. "Talk to B illy," 
the guy's wife says to Council. "Don't forget," she says again. And later, 
"Are you gonna talk to him?" Council never does talk to him. Does he 
forget, or does the movie just not care about the suffering of a non-white 
woman?
